In regard to the citation policy, not the best news to share... 

The City did make a change in the policy, however it is applicable only to 
residential areas- no effective change in the ordinance for trucks operating 
commercial districts. Food truck operators in commercial district will most likely 
continue to operate in their usual manner and consider a citation the cost of 
doing business. Unfortunately, it has been considerably more difficult in drafting 
an ordinance to regulate the activity in commercial districts that strikes a 
balance between all the competing interests. LAMC 80.73 is the ordinance used 
by officers to enforce violations.
